Woman Doctor AidsChiidless 


By Rangaswami Satakopan . 
B A H A D URGARH, India 


(AP) 
— India is making 


frantic 
efforts to halve its 


birth rate within the next 
decade. 
But an 
American 


woman-doctor is helping cou- 
ples have children. 


"It sounds anomalous but I 


am helpless," says Dr. Dor- 
othy Dunning Chacko, 63, who 
has practiced medicine in 
India ever since she landed 
here with her Indian husband 
in June 1932. 


"When a young buxom girl 


comes to you and says she is 
being threatened with divorce 
or being thrown out of her 
husband's home if she does 
not produce a child, what do 
you want me to do—throw her 
out myself?" she asks. 


Girl Suffers 


"Most often, it is her dear 


husband w h o needs treat- 
ment— he is at fault for not 
begetting babies, and the poor 
girl has to suffer for no fault 
of hers," she says. 


"Childlessness may be for a 


va r i e t y of reasons—hook- 
worm, chronic malaria, lepro- 
sy, syphilis, smallpox. The 
couples can often beget chil- 
dren w i t h o u t any special 
effort of my own, by merely 
ridding them of these lurking 
germs a n d making them 
healthier beings,'" she says. 


"Most women do not say 


they have no children; they 
only come with complaints of 
interminable ailments, and I 
am told of their childlessness 
in reply to my questions. I 
cure them of their ailments, 
and their wombs begin to 
function in the normal way," 
she says. 


Send to Clinic 


"After they have had two or 


three children, the women 
themselves come to me and 
say 'doctor, give me some pill 
to stop childbirth,' and I send 
them to the nearby family 
planning center run by the 
government," she says. 


Mrs. Chacko is not adding 


to the population explosion; 
she is only helping families 
achieve happiness by having 
one or two children, she feels. 


"I myself advise women to 


stop childbirth after they have 
had two or three, at the 
utmost, because it is both a 
physical and economic neces- 
sity—the health of most wom- 
en cannot bear it and the 
family income cannot sustain 
more than that," she says. 


"The craving for a son is 


inbuilt in the Hindu society. 
Parents without a son are 
believed to be condemned to a 
hell called puth. The poor girl 
is blamed for not saving the 


family from such a contingen- 
cy," she says. 


Only One Wife 


The situation has been wors- 


ened by the new law which 
forbids 'a Hindu from taking 
more than one wife. Formerly 
he could marry any number 
of times but now the "one and 
only wife must produce the 
miracle," Dr. Chacko says. 


Mrs. Chacko finds that the 


craving for a son is no longer 
so important with the sophis- 
ticated Hindus. This has been 
helped by a new law which 
gives p r o p e r t y rights to 
daughters. 


What India needs badly and 


most urgently are two things 
— change in food habits and 
sanitation, says Dr. Chacko. 
Rural Indians eat the same 
things which their ancestors 
have eaten for hundreds of 
years. 
Women do not supplement 


their children's food beyond 
breast-feeding until they are 
at least 1-year-old and by that 
time too emaciated to assimi- 
late "foreign food." 


Women need a lot of educa- 


tion on how best to rear 
children. They are ignorant 
and are 
tutored 
by their 


mothers-in-law who know no 
better. 
Mrs. Chacko starts her clin- 


ic every day with a lecture on 
how to bring up children, 
what food to give and the 
elementary principles of sani- 
tation. 
. 
, 
She tries to get experienced 


doctors in the cities to visit 
village clinics one day a week 
and attend to patients within 
a 50-mile radius. "The whole 
of India will then be covered 
by this method," she says 


She is against sending raw 


medical graduates to the vil- 
lages. "They are inexperi- 
enced and, being young, lack 
patience and the necessary 
emotional buildup to direct 
the patients to the high road 
of recovery. Send senior doc- 
tors once a week and it will 
work wonders," she says. 


Dr Chacko also believes in 


cure by faith. "Half the battle 
of the patient is psychological 
and faith cure is as vital as 
medical cure," she says. 


She starts her day after 


long prayers and as she feels 
the pulse or takes the tem- 
perature or weighs the baby, 
she keeps praying "I am only 
an instrument in the hands of 
Jesus and I carry out His 
will." she says. 


People come from far just 


to receive her healing touch 
"Even if you give me water 
or mere mud, I get cured," 
women have told her with 
grateful tears in their eyes 


"It has happened so," her 


associates 
have confirmed. 


"Sometimes there will be no 
stock of a particular medi- 
cine; she will give them multi- 
vitamin tablets, praying to 
God, 
and the women have 


come back to say they have 
been cured," her attendant 
explained. 


Born to missionary parents 


working in Japan, Dr. Chacko 
had her early schooling in 
Japan before she went to 
Bradford Academy in Massa- 
chusetts (1921) Smith College, 
Northampton, 
Mass. 
(1925) 


and College of Physicians and 
Surgery in New York City 
(1929), where she completed 
her doctorate in medicine. 


Marries Bishop 


She married an Indian bish- 


op, C. Joseph Chacko, now 68, 
in 1931 after they met at the 
international Center in New 
York. He had come to the 
states to work on his doc- 
torate in international law at 
Columbia University. 


"For four years we prayed 


for guidance from God wheth- 
er 
we should marry 
and 


finally it came to us we 
should," she said. "We landed 
in Bombay in June 1932, with 
one trunk, one suitcase, five 
boxes of books, 10 rupees 
(around $2 then) and 
our 


degrees," she added. When 
India became independent in 
1947, she acquired Indian na- 
tionality. 


They have two sons and one 


daughter, Joe, 34, an engineer 
in California; John, 33, practic- 
ing medicine in Regina, Sask., 
Canada; and Mary, 32, mar- 
ried to a Congregational min- 
ister in Hawaii. 


When the Associated Press 


interviewed Dr. Chacko she 
was temporarily winding up 
her affairs. She said she was 
accompanying her husband to 
Hawaii, where he plans to 
work the next 10 months on 
another doctorate of interna- 
tional law. He recently retired 
as head of the political sci- 
ence department at 
Delhi 


University. 


"I am going with him to 


cook his food and perhaps

But as the 
battle at Khe Sanh rages, it is increasingly 
difficult to tell just what was the Commu- 
nist intent. 


• General Westmoreland reports that the 


raids in Saigon and other heavily populated 
regions were only a prelude to the major 
battle to be fought at Khe Sanh. It is known 
that at least 35,000 North Vietnamese 
regular troops were massed near the DMZ 
for this attack. The 5,000 United States 
Marines given the responsibility for the 
defense have been reinforced by army 
units from other areas. There is obvious 
concern in Washington about our ability to 
hold the area, as expressed by President 
Johnson when he said that the commanders 
are "reasonably sure." the reported re- 
quirement that the chiefs of staff sign a 
statement saying Khe Sanh can be held and 
the continued insistence that this is not to 
be-;another Dien Bien Phu.

Cosf of the Legislature 


The discovery by a Milwaukee newspa- 


per that the cost of operating the long 
session of the 1967 state legislature set a 
new high mark may be classified as "non- 
news." In some views the dispatch may also 
convey that latent prejudice against the 
legislative branch of modern government 
that is one of the distinguishing features of 
latter-day political commentary. 


The principal reason why the legislature 


has thus far spent slightly more than 
S? 000,000 on its operations during the first 
year of the biennium, with the second year 
costs not yet accurately calculable but quite 
certain to be lower, is the fact that the 
salaries of members of that body were 
boosted appreciably, effective last year, 
upbn the recommendation of a citizens 
committee and with the general approval of 
the public, as we appraised general opinion. 


•The implication of the recent publicity 


about the rising cost of operating the 
legislative branch is that there is something 
profligate about it. But most citizens are 
aware that the other divisions of govern- 
ment, almost without exception, are in- 
creasing their disbursements at a consider- 
ably higher pace than is the legislative 
branch.

Efforts to build it up as a 
force for Democracy have collapsed with 
the need to set aside constitutional guaran- 
tees and enact martial law. 


Whatever happens at Khe Sanh — and 


at this point it doesn't look especially 
promising for United States forces — the 
Communists won an important psychologi- 
cal battle last week in Vietnam.

product,

government statistics, is sure 
to rise. The Council projects 
an increment of six to 6% per 
cent, or about $50 billion, and 
a result of S835 billion. But 
these automatically m o u n t 
with the higher prices, and to 
this extent are a subject for 
tears instead of cheers, al- 
though you'd never know this 
from the President's Budget 
Message. 


IT'S MOSTLY INFLATION 
Last year the GNP increase 


was about $45 billion, or 5% 
per cent. But the price level

"increases" the gross national 
product about $6 billion. The 
real 
growth was 
probably 


about 2Va per cent. But who 
would know it? 


For 1968 the Council fore- 


casts a six to 6M> per cent 
growth. The real growth, in 
contrast to the Council's fig- 
ures, would be about 2% per 
cent.

we 
are 
unjust to 
any 


segment of the social order, 
we are making it that much 
easier for the society to be- 
come unjust to us as well. 


What is lacking, of course, is 


a sense of "community." And 
without this sense, we have 
only diverse factions, each 
trying to protect what it has 
and to get more. And if each 
faction is concerned only with 
its own particular kind of 
rights, nobody is left to guard 
the whole basic idea for the 
community at large. 


This is why I cannot respond 


enthusiastically to the so-call-

When have they ever cared 


about any rights except their 
own?

ment" in its reluctance to act 
especially since there have been 
indications for years that thy 
roid-digitalis pills can be harm 
ful, even fatal, Hart said 


"I think it is a skeleton in 


your closet," he said. 


Goddard, who has headed the 


FDA only since January 1966 
defended the agency's conduc 
by saying that early evidence 
against the pills—some dating 
back to the 1940s—was not con 
elusive enough to justify havin 
them taken off the market. 


But the FDA feels it "now ha 


sufficient evidence to prove tha 
these drugs constitute a dange 
to health," he said.
